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Rabbis’ Statement 
Defends Zionism; 
Local Men Sign 


In an action said to be without 
precedent in the history of Amer- 
jean Jewry, 733 rabbis including 
the heads of all the national rab- 
binical associations and drawn 
from all wings of religious Jewry 
in America, have issued a joint 
pronouncement severely rebuk- 
ing Jewish opponents of Zionism 
as dealing a “cruel blow” to the 
Jewish people. The statement de- 
clares that “the defeat of Hiter 
will not itself normalize Jewish 
life in Europe”and points out that 
after the war “Europe will be so 
ravaged and war-torn that large 
masses of Jews will elect migra- 
tion to Palestine as a solution of 
their personal probems.”

O, Herr Hitler. . . . But first, perhaps, I should 

explain that I am writing a letter to Hitler. 
I have just read what he said about you and me 
in a recent speech. He has said a great deal 
about you and me in the past and concerning 
these utterances I wouldn’t bother to write 
him. Who barks back at a mad dog? 

But what he recently said had to do with 
laughter and was a serious reflection on the 
capacity of Jews to keep on laughing. ‘He said 
that Jews would forget how to laugh. He meant 
that the few who were left when he was through 
with Jews would never laugh again. 

No, Herr Hitler! You may say that I, the 
Jew, seek to conquer the earth and that I, the 
Jew, am the blood-thirsty man who started 
this unspeakable slaughter called World War II 
and that I, the Jew, hold the wealth of the 
world. From all this I turn with disdain as I 
would from the guttersnipe who blew a spitball 
at me. Shall I go to quarrel with the gutter- 
snipe and descend into the gutter with him? 

But when you say, that I, the Jew, will for- 
get how to laugh you deny my philosophy and 
misunderstand my history. I must take issue 
with you in this matter as a man to whose ab- 
domen laughter is an ancient experience. I, the 
Jew, have found laughter in my abdomen even 
when there was no food in it. 

I, the Jew, forget how to laugh? I have 
laughed these thousands of years. Laughed at 
the dust of my oppressors, dust that the wind 
blew, dust of pomp, circumstance and power 
blowing in the wind. I have seen this dust and 
laughed as a man laughs who looks at divine 
comedy and understands it. 

I who was weak and had no sword or chariot 
raised my head out of the darkness and in the 
light of another dawn always have beheld the 
dust of my oppressor blowing in the wind. It 
was no more than the dust that the housewife 
brushes with a rag from her window sill. 

I have seen this comedy over and over and 
I have laughed but not with the laughter of the 
vengeful. I, the Jew, have laughed with the 
deep laughter of one who has been the ever- 
lasting witness to the comic art of God’s ironic 
justice. 

Yes, Herr Hitler, I have an old, old experi- 
ence of laughing. The most exquisite pleasure 
of laughing is only for those who have lived a 
long time like me and have seen and heard the 
whole comedy. I have seen and heard it all in 
the thousands of years. ... The pomp and terror 
of the mighty ... their horses and their chariots 
... their glittering, swift swords... the fearful 
shouts of their voices... the agony of their 
slaves... and, after everything, the comic rub- 
ble of their towers, fortresses, castles and 
chariots fallen in a heap. A heap of dust in the 
desert of which the passerby said, “This was 
Pharaoh”. 

I was this passerby who saw the dust heap 
in the desert; I who was long ago the slave 
came to the dust heap that was once my master 
and I said: “This was Pharaoh”, and I laughed. 

I laughed with no pride of vain-glory or 
pride of privilege. I laughed at the comic cir- 


cumstance that I who was the slave and had ho 
weapon had in the fullness of time come upon 
the dust of the arrogance of my master who 
had the thousand chariots and the thousang 
horses and the thousands swords. 

I laughed with deep laughter which the 
wind took up, and if you listen you may hear 
my laughter in the roar of the wind when it 
blows this dust in the desert. 

I remember laughing in the time of Haman, 
I did not laugh with gloating at the sight of 
Haman on the gallows; I have a distaste for the 
sight of violent death and compassion for human 
error when it comes to its extremity by reason 
of its own faults. 

I laughed not at Haman dying but at the 
cosmic humor that even in a few days turns the 
transgressor’s plot against him and catches him 
in his own snare. I laughed at the swift light- 
ning of justice that in the hour takes the arro. 
gant and reduces his pride to self-pity and his 
cruelty to a whimpering for mercy. 

I, the Jew, old, old man that I am, have seen 
this in all my times and have laughed. Not that 
in laughter I have felt better than other men; 
for I have my sins. I have wondered as I 
laughed: By what have I lived even unto this 
time, though the pomp and power of my perse- 
custors is only this dust? What is my virtue 
that I merit this life? Why have I lived to laugh 
at the ancient dust heap in the desert? Why 
have I not perished under the swords which all 
my enemies have thrust at my heart? 

I, who had no weapons but only a shield 
which I call the Law of God, written on parch- 
ment scrolls, and which, at times I have had in 
my heart—my ethical ideals, my awareness of 
God, my way of life, my faith in the ultimate 
justice that has been promised. , 

I do not pretend to be sure of the secret of 
my long life nor am I self-righteaus enough to 
believe that I have lived by reason of superior 
virtue. But I shall live and will not forget to 
laugh. I shall laugh again. 

I shall laugh on a day not far off. On that 
day people will dance on the streets of the 
United States. They will dance through the 
day, and night will fall and the black-out cities 
will burst into dazzling light again. Brighter 
even than the cities will be the eyes of the peo- 
ple illuminated by the vision of a world more 
just and lovely than they ever knew before. 


They will shout: “It’s all over!”... “End 
of Hitler!” ... “No more Hitler!” “No more 
Nazis” .. . “No more Lidices!” . . . “No more 
slaughter” . . “Time for brotherhood”... 


“Time for justice”... “For loving-kindness”, 
They will wonder where is Hitler? What's be- 
come of Hitler? They will ask, will Hitler be 
caught? 

I shall laugh but my laughter will not be 
the croacking laughter of vengeance, I shall 
laugh with the laughter of an ancient man who 
is laughing again at the timeless comedy of 
arrogance being reduced to self pity and cruel 
power becoming the whimpering fugitive from 
justice.

Reconstructionist, What Do You Say To This? 


ECENTLY The Jewish Reconstructionist, in 
commenting ofi an editorial from The Post 
whose subject was the two services arranged at 
the Indiana University Hillel, instead of three, 
one for each of the three present-day divisions 
in Judaism, pointed out that the move may be 
a presentiment of the future development of 
American Judaism. In other words that there 
eventually might be only an Orthodox group, 
and a combination Reform-Conservative Group. 
If, however, the Hillel experiment, can be 
said to provide a basis for conjecture or proph- 
esy, then how about the éxperiment being tried 
on so wide a scale by the Jewish services in 


camps throughout the United States, and else- 
where. 


In these services there is only the one rabbi, 
and only the one service. Yet there is probably 
yet to be registered the first complaint by a 
soldier with Orthodox upbringing and belief 
against a Reform service, or vice versa. In fact 
according to the records something like fifty 
out of the eight odd present-day Jewish chap- 
lains are Reform rabbis, yet the services are 
attended and appreciated by all soldiers alike. 


There is only one service, Mr. Reconstruc- 
tionist. What do you say to this? 


Secession in The Reform Rabbinate 


HETHER or not “secession” is the accurate 
word, Rabbi Felix A. Levy of Emanuel 
Congregation in Chicago in announcing his ser- 
mon for last Friday night wrote: “Reform Jews 
in America are faced with a threat of secession 
by a group of leaders and their followers, who 
in the name of Americanism protest against 
what the majority holds and does.” 

Rabbi Levy refers of course to the group of 
ninety Reform rabbis, of which Rabbi Morris 
M. Feuerlicht of Indianapolis and Rabbi Milton 
Greenwald of Evansville are the only two rep- 
resentatives in Indiana, who joined together in 
opposition to Zionism after the body of which 
they are a part, the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis (Reform) adopted a resolution 
at its last convention favoring a Jewish Army. 

Rabbi Levy’s words are the first intimation 
that anything more serious than a fight for pub- 
lic opinion may result from the organization 


of the dissident Reform rabbis. Unquestionably 
the views of the two groups are diametrically 
opposed. In the statement issued last week by 
the 733 rabbis, including the heads of all the 
national rabbinical associations, these words 
are used: ... “we nonetheless find every one of 
their contentions totally without foundation.” 

The news of the possible split will come as 
a shock to many. If carried out, the rift will 
certainly crystallize the bitter fight between the 
Zionists and non-Zionists and make it more 
than ever a public issue, especially in those 
communities where the ninety-odd rabbis 
occupy pulpits. 

If however and perhaps even regardless, the 
anti-Zionist rabbis fail in this fight, anti- 
Zionism will disappear for years from. the 
Jewish world as a militant stand, and Zionism 
will resume undisputed its place in Jewish life 
and liturgy. 


Rabbi Scolds Members For Non Attendance 


ANY rabbis with fragmentary attendances 

at services, mumble in their beards, and 

maintain with a feeling of guilt their all im- 
portant pride. 

But other rabbis, and in increasing numbers 
of late, speak out boldly and frankly to their 
congregants. In fact they scold them, treat- 
ment which is a hallmark too, of much of the 
courageous utterances of the Prophets. 

It may be that scolding is bad technique, at 
least it is said to be so by our child psycholo- 
gists. But are Jewish people children? 

Nonetheless, here’s what Rabbi Herman M. 
Cohen, of the Temple of Aaron in St. Paul, 
Minn., has to say to his congregation in his bul- 
letin last week: 

“A recent survey undertaken by a Jewish 
News Agency indicates that in some communi- 
ties increased interest is shown in the Syna- 
gogue, although it cannot be definitely attrib- 
uted to a more fervent religious feeling. How- 
ever, one half of the Congregations included in 
the survey report either no increased attend- 
ance at Services, or a falling off of worshippers. 
This is indeed a sad commentary upon American 
Jewish religious life. It indicates that the in- 
difference which the Jew has shown in the pre- 
war period has become deeply ingrained in our 


consciousness to the extent that we are not 
moved even by a shocking war crisis. We are 
unwilling to believe that the faith of our fathers, 
transmitted through countless generations is 
now impotent to move us. 

“What is the experience in our Congrega- 
tion? We regret to report that we are totally 
dissatisfied with Synagogue attendance on Fri- 
day evening. Last week, for example when we 
had a group of more than 50 visitors from 
Macalester Collegé, our own Congregation 
should have been much larger to welcome the 
guests. It is a discredit to Jewish life to think 
that a Congregation in which more than one 
hundred families count at least one man in the 
armed forces, should not have hundreds of peo- 
ple at Services. We know the excuses which 
are given. Gas and tire rationing is coming 
and people want to train themselves to con- 
serve. Some families are kept at home by 
emergencies such as illness. We are reliably in- 
formed, however, that many parties and social 
functions are held on Friday evening; that many 
people have no good reason for not coming to 
the Synagogue; and that many more really in- 
tend to come and feel that they should come, 
but they fail to translate their intentions into 
reality.” 


Current Comment 


Jewish Defender of Courage Upheld by 
Army Officer.—A story that is currently re- 
galing many of our Philadelphia co-religionists, 
and which once again manifests the Maccabean 
spirit that animates the young Jewish warriors 
of today, tells of an affront leveled at one of 
our townsmen that resulted in the immediate 
discomfiture of an anti-Semitic bully. A young 
scion of one of our well known families on 
applying for a transfer of service was asked by 
the examinging officer what branch of the war 
effort he wished to enter. He answered, “The 
Air Service,” upon which the examiner replied, 
“Why you are a Jew. You haven’t the ‘guts’ for 
that kind of thing.” The reply of our young 
warrior to this insulting remark was a quick 


uppercut to the detractor’s jaw. The young 
man “without guts” was promptly arrested for 
this infraction of military regulations and haled 
before a commanding officer for examination 
and punishment. When an explanation was 
given to this official, the latter in reprimanding 
the doughty defender against a slur upon his 
race and courage asked the young man: “If 
you had come before me for this. transfer, and 
I had said this to you, what would you have 
done?” “I would have done the same to you,” 
was the answer. “Well,” the chief is reported 
to have replied, “I wouldn’t blame you,” and 
exonerated the culprit. If the story as here 
related is not exactly in accordance with the 
faets, it is, at any rate, too good to go un- 
recorded.—Jewish Exponent.
